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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 2 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 2, line 3, "welding" should be -welded--; 

Claim 6, line 8, "members" should be -member-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distincdy claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 7 is not clearly understood since "said lower cowl reinforcing bracket" lacks clear 
antecedent basis. It is believed that "bracket" should be -means- since this claim depends 
from claim 1, and not claim 6 which introduces the "lower cowl reinforcing bracket". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entided to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kimura 
(US2002/0130553). 
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Kimura discloses a lower cowl panel (5) and an upper cowl panel (6). The lower cowl panel 
(5) is attached to the upper surface of the strut towers (11). The lower cowl panel (5) has a 
raised rib that extends between the strut towers and inherently reinforces the lower cowl 
panel (5). The upper cowl panel is coupled to the rib. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

7. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
